Dear Ms. SHAHSHAHANI: 

This acknowledges receipt of your Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request to U.S. Immigration and Customs Enforcement (ICE), 
dated May 01,2018, and to your request for expedited treatment. Your request was received in this office on May 01,2018. 
Specifically, you requested all records pertaining to the death of YULIO CASTRO GARRIDO, DOB: 10/27/84, DOD: 01/30/18 (see 
request for specific details). 

Your request for expedited treatment is hereby denied. 

Under the DHS FOIA regulations, expedited processing of a FOIA request is warranted if the request involves “circumstances in 
which the lack of expedited treatment could reasonably be expected to pose an imminent threat to the life or physical safety of an 
individual,” 6 C.F.R. § 5.5(e)(1 )(i), or “an urgency to inform the public about an actual or alleged federal government activity, if made 
by a person primarily engaged in disseminating information,” 6 C.F.R. § 5.5(e)(l)(ii). Requesters seeking expedited processing must 
submit a statement explaining in detail the basis for the request, and that statement must be certified by the requester to be true and 
correct. 6 C.F.R. § 5.5(e)(3). 


Your request for expedited processing is denied because you do not qualify for either category under 6 C.F.R. § 5.5(e)(1). You 
have not established that lack of expedited treatment in this case will pose an imminent threat to the life or physical safety of an 
individual. The information sought in your request is retrospective and you have not established that the information would have a 
bearing on immediate or resultant future situations. 


Due to the increasing number of FOIA requests received by this office, we may encounter some delay in processing your request. 
Per Section 5.5(a) of the DHS FOIA regulations, 6 C.F.R. Part 5, ICE processes FOIA requests according to their order of receipt. 
Although ICE’s goal is to respond within 20 business days of receipt of your request, the FOIA does permit a 10- day extension of 
this time period. As your request seeks numerous documents that will necessitate a thorough and wide-ranging search, ICE will 
invoke a 10-day extension for your request, as allowed by Title 5 U.S.C. § 552(a)(6)(B). If you care to narrow the scope of your 
request, please contact our office. We will make every effort to comply with your request in a timely manner. 

Provisions of the FOIA allow us to recover part of the cost of complying with your request. We shall charge you for records in 
accordance with the DHS Interim FOIA regulations as they apply to non-commercial requesters. As a non-commercial requester, 
you will be charged 10 cents per page for duplication; the first 100 pages are free, as are the first two hours of search time, after 
which you will pay the per quarter-hour rate ($4.00 for clerical personnel, $7.00 for professional personnel, $10.25 for managerial 
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personnel) of the searcher. We will construe the submission of your request as an agreement to pay up to $25.00. You will be 
contacted before any further fees are accrued. 


If you deem the decision to deny expedited treatment of your request an adverse determination, you have the right to appeal. Should 
you wish to do so, you must send your appeal and a copy of this letter, within 90 days of the date of this letter following the 
procedures outlined in the DHS FOIA regulations at 6 C.F.R. Part 5 § 5.5(e)(2)., to

ICE has queried the appropriate program offices within ICE for responsive records. If any responsive records are located, they will 
be reviewed for determination of releasability. Please be assured that one of the processors in our office will respond to your request 
as expeditiously as possible. We appreciate your patience as we proceed with your request. 

If you have any questions or wish to discuss reformulation or an alternative time frame for the processing of your request, please 
contact FOIA office. You may send an e-mail to ice-foia@ice.dhs.gov, call free (866) 633-1182, or you may contact our FOIA Public 
Liaison, Fernando Pineiro, in the same manner. Additionally, you have a right to seek dispute resolution services from the Office of 
Government Information Services (OGIS) which mediates disputes between FOIA requesters and Federal agencies as a non¬ 
exclusive alternative to litigation. If you are requesting access to your own records (which is considered a Privacy Act request), you 
should know that OGIS does not have the authority to handle requests made under the Privacy Act of 1974. You may contact OGIS
